One of the most stubborn fires in 
recent years threatened the destruction 
of an entire block of business houses at 
an early hour Tuesday morning when 
flames were discovered in the basement 
of the J. H. Larson painting and decor- 
ating shop at the corner of Genesee 
and Clayton streets, Waukegan. 

The flames apparently started in the 
boiler room of the shop and the quanti- 
ties of oils and paints stored in the 
lower regions of the store caused the 
fire to spread with great rapidity. For 
some time, the fire was confined to the 
basement of the store, but later it 
broke out through the upper floors and 
into the flats in the second and third 
floors; 

The fire was discovered by Miss War- 
ner, bookkeeper, for the Larson store, 
who rooms in the building, about three 
o'clock. She awoke and found the 
rooms in which-she was sleeping filled 
with smoke and gases from the paint 
below her. She hastily spread the 
alarm to the owners of the building, 
who were then at their home on Seward 
street 

In the meantime the other flat dwel- 
lers in the block were aroused by the 
smoke filling the rooms and all hastily 
filed to the sidewalk. 

In the rooms directly over the blaze 
were the homes of Mrs. J. A. Taylor, 
hair dresser and manicurist, Dr. John 
A. Turner, Lewis Clark and Guy 
Schleffier. These flats were badly 
damaged hy smoke and water, and 
while the flames were at their heighth 
the roof of the rear flats fell in. 

The smoke was so dense that there— 
were no firemen on the inBide at the 
time the roof fell, and consequently no 
one was injured. Dr. Turner with 
offices on the second floor of the' Larson 
building escaped with little beside his 
medicine case, and a few most valuable 
instruments. He escaped from the 
building in his bathrobe, and grabbing -'_ 
a pair of shoes as he rushed through 
the rooms, he ran into an alley and put 
them on his feet 

A few hours later he established an 
office in the rooms over the Pearce, 
drug store, in the rooms formerly occu- 
pied by Dr. Margaret Grant, medicaL 
missionary. Nearly all the furnishings 
of his home were destroyed, as were 
the effects of Mrs. Taylor who occupied 
also a flat on the second floor. 

When the department was first sum- 
moned to the scene, it appeared that 
the fire would be confined to basement* 

At 6 o'clock the wire mill fire depart- 
ment was called out and the added 
force of men proved a winning feature 
in the battle against the fire fiend. 

About twenty-five employes of the 
mill responded to the call, they being 
summoned by the whistlle on the mill. 
The men brought all the hose of the 
mills with them, and rendered efficient 
work in aiding the city firemen. 

The millinery store next to the paint 
store, owned by the firm of Stencil and 
Gheres caught fire at one time, and for 
a time it appeared as if it would serve 
as food for the flames. The fire was 
extinguished, but not before the stock, 
was ruined. 

The Herman building and the Judge 
building, both adjoining the destroyed 
store were practically uninjured, the 
halls and walls being smoked to consider- 
able extent. Every flat was occupied 
in the building with the exception of 
one.

Public regulation of puhllc service 
corporations has come to stay.- It' 
ought to have come and It ought to 
stay. That Is the flat and unequivocal- 
assertion of Theodore N; Vail, presi- 
dent of both the Amorlcnn Telephone 
and Telegraph company nnd the 
Western Union Telegraph company. 
It came In tho form of lils annual re- 
port to tho seventy thousand stock- 
holders of the two great corporations. 
Although Mr. Vali's advocacy of full 
publicity In connection: with the affairs 
of such concerns was well under- 
stood, nobody In financial circles had 
anticipated so frank an avowal of 
full public rights In the shaping of 
tholr general conduct. It came conse- 
quently as "a surprise, not only be- 
cause of Its novelty and squareness,, 
but also on account of tho unqualified 
acquiescence of a board of directors 
comprising such eminent nncj conserv- 
ative financiers as Robert "Wliison of 
Kidder, Peabody & Co.. and Henry L. 
Hlgglnson of Boston, Henry P. Davi- 
son or J. P. Morgan & Co.; Senator 
W. Murray Crane. George' P. Baer, T. 
Jefferson Coolldgo Jr., Norman W. 
Harris, John I. Waterbury and others. 

President Vali's declaration Is her- 
alded as the first recognition by those 
In high corporate authority of tho Jus- 
tice of the demand that the public 
be regarded as virtual partners In all 
matters that pertain to the common 
welfare. . Ho goes directly to the 
point. 



"Public control or regulation of 
public service corporations by perma- 
nent commissions," he says, '"has 
come and come to stay. Control, or 
regulation, to bo effective means pub- 
licity; it means semi-public discus- 
sion and consideration before action; 
it means everything which is the op- 
posite of and inconsistent with effec- 
tive competition. Competition— ag- 
gressive, offcctlve competition — means 
strife, industrial warfare; it means 
contention; It oftentimes means tak- 
ing advantago of or resorting to any 
means that the conscience of the con- 
testants or thVdegreo of the enforce- 
ment of the Jaws, will permit. 

"Aggressive competition meanB 
duplication of plant and Investment. 
The ultlmato .object of such competi- 
tion is tho possession of the field 
wholly or partially; therefore It 
means either ultimate combination oh 
such basis ahd with such -prices as 
.will cover past losses, or It means 
loss of return on . investment, and 
eventual Iosb of capital. However It 
results, all costs of aggresslver, un- 
controlled competition are eventually 
borne, directly or lndlroctly, by the 
public. Competition. which Is not ag- 
gressive, presupposes co-operative ac- 
tion, understandings, agreements, 
which result In general/uniformity or 
harmony of action, which, In fact. Is 
not competition, but is combination, 
unstable, but for the time effective:. 
When thoroughly understood it will 
be found that "control" will give 
more of tho benefits and public ad- 
Vantages, which. are expected to be 
obtained through such' ownership, and 
will obtain them, without the public 
burden of either the , public office- 
holder or public debt or operating 
dptlelt. 

"When through a wise and Judi- 
cious Ftato control and regulation all 
the advantages without . any of the 
disadvantages of state ownership 
are secured, state ownership Is 
doomed." . • 

"If, Mr. Vail Is right," says Hnrper'B 
Wcciily, In a concise summing-up, 
"then It seems pretty plain that we 
are entered upon a new cm In' both 
economics nnd politics. And It is high 
time we did if evolution Is to sup- 
plant revolution an an efficient force 
In tho development of civilization." 



Edwardsville, 111.— Michael Smith 
Link, former member of tho Illinois 
legislature, who was ono of the repre- 
sentatives involved by Charles A. 
White In his confession In the Lorlmer 
election scandal, was found dead in a 
bathtub Monday morning at his, coun- 
try home, between Mitchell and Ed- 
wardsville. Tho discovery was made 

by his wife. 

It was at first supposed that he Una 
committed suicide, but an examination 
of the body showed that ho had beon 
stricken with heart disease. 

Link had been affected with heart 
trouble since the strain of his indict- 
ment* by tho Cook county grand jury 
May G, 1910. Ho worried over the; 
disgrace that attended his connection 
with the "bathroom" Jackpot incident | 
at the Southern hotel in St. kouis July 

10, 1909. 

Mr. and Mrs. Link celebrated their 
twentieth wedding anniversary April 
2, and at that time tho former lawma- 
ker predicted ho would die suddenly. 
Mr. Link was born near Gillespie, 
111.,, April in! 1858. 

Link .is the second former member 
of tho Illinois legislature involved In 
the Lorlmer scandal to be overtaken 
by death. Tho first was Charles S. 
Luke of Nashville, whose namo was 
brought into the affair after his death. 
Link always took the situation seri- 
ously. 

Link had been the comic figure in 
tho tragedy which was staged with tho 
trial of lleprenentatlvo Lee Q'Nell 
Browne. Link had been seen in St. 
Louis at. the time former Representa- 
tive Charles A. White, tho confessed 
bribe, taker, declares certain men 
•were called thero by Representative 
Robert E. Wilson 1 to get their share of 
the' Forty-sixth general assembly 
"JackpoL" The chargo was that Link 
had received $1,000 for. his vote for 
Lorlmer* He was summoned to Chi- 
cago and put under a grilling cross- 
examination by State's Attorney Way- 
man. He denied that he had received 
any money and told the same Blory 
before the grand Jury. 

To frighten him an indictment for 
perjury was voted against him. Link 
cried loudly that he wished to got 
home to his wlfo and went before tho 
grand jury and confessed that he had 
received the money. When the caso 
of Browne came to trial, however, 
Link declared on the witness • stand 
that he had never been asked to vote 
for Lorlmer, that no promise~bf money 
had been made to him if he wouldao 
vote and that it was paid to him after 
tho fight was over without any expla- 
nation from Browne.

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HE United States is tho scono of a 
number of widely varying forms of 
Church observance on Easter morn- 
ing, ranging all tho way from tho 
novel rites in the Moravian 
churches of Pennsylvania to the 
fashlonablo serviceb in the churches 
on Fifth avenue, New York, at* 
tended by tho "400** of metropolitan 
society. Thero is little doubt, how- 
ever, that tho most impress! vo and 
the most plcturesquo of all Easter 
services is that which. takes place oh the. Joyous 
spring. holiday at Mount St. Sepulchre. The. fact 
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a*, a garden— tfco traditional cloister In the 
form of an open gallery meaourlng, 200 fee^ 
on each of its four sides, which serves the 
friars for their walks, on rainy days when it 
Is inconvenient to take exercise in the open. 
However, visitors, though denied a peep at 
this sheltered retreat, are * admitted to tho 
wonderful shrines and subterranean cham- 
bers beneath the chapel and which are in 
largo measure responsible for the rapidly 
growing fame of this institution. 

Reached by flights of stone steps from tho 
main chapel are two underground chapels; 
one being a representation of the Grotto, of 
Nazareth .and the other tho Grotto of Beth- 
lehem where Jesus was born. The two grot- 
toes are connected by means of an under- 
ground passage which duplicates in- appear- 
ance the Catacombs of Rome and thiB passage 
has at its central point a crypt in reproduc- 
tion of the ancient sepulchral chambers 
where an altar, was erected over the tomb 
of some famouB martyr. Prom this crypt an- 
other underground corridor leads to the sub- 
terranean Chapel of Poor Souls which is in- 
tended for funeral services.. In these under- 
ground Bhrines burn votive lampB that aro 
never extinguished, day or night, from one end 
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.cjloaxtsMat ws /*af/A<sr&?v at stovstr 

. that only a very limited number of people have 
over .witnessed tho significant program here car- 
ried out and that, indeed, tho great majority of 
tho public is unaware oven of the unique char- 
acter of the services at this mecca for worship 
era, serves, perhaps, to add interest to the place 
and tho event. 

Mount St. Sepulchro Is located at Brookland 
in tho District of Columbia and is the scat of the' 
most important church. and tho most famous 
monastery reared in tho Now World by tho- 
FranciBcan brothers. However, It should bo em- 
phasized Just here that the casual Easter visitor 
;to this retreat at Easter-tldo need not bo a Cath- 
olic- nor yet even an adherent of any church to 
nppreclnto the solemnity and marvelous beauty 
of tho services which tako up tho greater portion 
of this, the most momentous day' on tho church 
calendar. 

Tho most important architectural featuro of 
the church at Mount St. Sepulchre, and ono from 
rwhlch tho church and monastery takes its name, 
1b tho location in tho sanctuary of an exact dupli- 
cate of the Holy Sopulchre which has been re- 
produced exactly aB it exists In Jerusalem. This 
In Itself would lend Interest- to the Easter serv- 
ices hold in such a setting, but intensifying tho 
moaning of tho religious program for all tho spec- 
tators Is tho clrcdmstanco that the services are 
an exact duplicate to tho smallest dotall of tho 

, services which aro being hold under similar aua^ 
plcos and at tho corresponding hour at tho last 
resting place off tho Savior in Jerusalem. It is 
aB though tho congregation at Brookland woro 
suddenly transported to tho Holy Land for an 
hour or a day. 

To appreciate tho novelty of all that transpires 
at Easter at. Mount St. Sepulchre It Is neces- 
sary to know something of the history of this 
Institution. T/ho Franciscan brothers havo 
a number of monasteries or housos 
of tho order located In various partB;of tho 
United States, but the community In the Dis- 
trict of Columbia is in a class by itself In that 
It is in effect the American "branch, office" of 
tho Franciscan friars who aro laboring In 
Palestine. For, of course, the Franciscans aro 
a brotherhood whoso work Is of world-wide 
scope and one of the moat important branches 
of this work is found in their function of 
"keepers of • tho holy places." For/ more than 
seven hundred years the Franciscans havo 
been In possession of almost all of .those 
places in the Holy Land, which are most dear, 
to all adherents of tho Christian faith— such 
places as tho spot whero Jesus was. born in 
Bethlehem and the Holy Sopulchre In Jeru- 
salem—and this order of monks has made of 
it a labor of love to restore and preserve 
theso sacredly historic localities. 

A largo share of all the funds with which 
this work Is carried on comes from America 
and most of tho Franciscans who' aro now 
serving actively as ^keepers of tho holy 
placcB" have been educated for their task In 
tho United States — at this self-samo institu- 
tion at Mount St. Sepulchre. Officially this 

. community Is- designated -tho Chapel and Col- 
lego of the 1 Holy Land and the thirty monks 
who mako up tho community aro known no 
tho Fathers of tho Holy Land. Not only la 
Oils a collogo for tho. education of tho young 
members of the order who are to go as guides 
and missionaries to tho Holy Land, but It Is 
also the headquarters and business ofilco of 
tho Commissariat of tho Holy Land. This 
latter Is a legally organized corporation which 
1b authorized by law to rccelvo bequests and 
donations of all kinds made for tho purpose 
of commemorative and rcstoratlvo work at 
the holy places in Palestine. A- country-wide 
organization '"of laymen known' as' 'the "Cru- 
sade for tho Holy Land" Is over actlvo in the 
cause and the funds raised by the "CruBadors" 
or by moans of tho collection taken once a 
year In all Catholic churches are sent to 
Mount St. Sepulchro for transmission to 
Palestine. 
With Buch an Inspiration it Is, of course,

not at all strange that the ' Franciscans at 
Mount St. Sopulchre aro enabled to present 
particularly impressive services at Easter. 
Moreover a number of the members of tho 
community have resided for years at a tlmo 
In the Holy Land and aro familiar from long 
participation with every deail of tho Easter 
services as conducted at the tomb of our Lord 
In Jerusalem. This Is the case with the pres- 
ent superior of the community. Rev. Father 
BedoOldgeering, who' Is tho celebrant of tho 
solemn high mass which ia the principal fea- 
ture of the Easter program. 

It is doubtful if any church In America is 
embellished with a more lavish floral decora- 
tion than that in the Chapel of tho Holy Land 
on Easter morning and equally notable- Is the. 
special music by tho choir of male voices 
made up of members of tho community with 
ono of tho brothers. acting as organist. Tho 
chapel at Mount St. Sepulchre, and which Is 
all too sranll to accommodate -the .-throngs that 
come hither. on Easter*, Is In the shapo of a. 
flvo-fold cross, tho largo cross forming the 
main body of tho . church and tho small 
crosses .-being represented by chapels. Tula 
cross, symbolic of the five wounds of 'our 
Lord, appears again and again at Mount St. 
Sepulchre and a representation of it in Vene- 
tian mosaic forms the pavement of tho 
church. The central nlslo of the largo cross 
has, at tho ontranco of tho church, a portico 
which supports a gallery, while at the other . 
end. Is tho sanctuary. Tho whole interior, 
with Its rows upon rows of columns and 
arches and its significant white and yellow 
docorntlon, Is stately and majestic In the high- 
est degree. and affords tho best possible back- 
ground for tho .Eaotor decorations. 

The whole arrangement of tho Interior con- 
duces' to., focus attention upon tho sanctuary 
which is tho main point of attraction in the 
church and especially so on . Easter when It 
becomes tho locale of much that transpires. 
Tho architect who directed the* erection of 
tho , duplicate of tho Holy Sopulchre spent 
much tlmo In JeniBrtlem studying the original 
aria\he has produced a marvelously faithful 
and accurate replica. Two marblo Btalrways, 
ono on either side of the Sepulchre, load to 
Mount Calvary, which forms tho. high altar of 



the church. A 
low door, set 
between two or- 
namental pan- 
els leads to the 
outer room of 
the tomb. In 
the middle, of 
this, supported 
by a low pedes- 
tal, there Is a 
stone called the 
Stone of tho 
Angel, tho orig- 
inal of which, 
tradition avers, 
is a fragment of 
tho very stono 
on which tho 
Messenger of 
Heaven rested 
when ho . gave 
the glad tidings 
on that memo- . 
rablo Easter 
. morn. Natural- 
ly this Is an ob- 
ject of the most 
Intense Interest 
to tho Easter 
throng. 

Through a sec- 
ond door In 
this fac-slmllo 
Sepulchro — an 
opening even 
lower In holght 
than that above 
.mentioned — 
the visitor reaches tho representation of the 
place where the Savior was laid. From tho 
celling depend memorial lamps and every do- 
tall of the tomb in Jerusalem Is* reproduced, 
even to the famous silver pane] by Raphael 
representing the Resurrctlon. Above the Se- 
pulchre, as. already explained, 1b Mount Cal- 
vary, the altar being a replica,. of tho one at 
Jerusalem. While the, Sepulchre "Itself 1b . 
naturally the climatic point of interest on 
'Easter, -services of special character are held 
in the church throughout tho "week preceding 
this, tho most significant Sim/lay of tho year. 
Of the throngs of Eastor visitors to Mount 
St Sopulchre, no women and very few men 
•are admitted to tho "enclosure" of tho monas- 
tery— for this institution, being designed as 
a college as well as a chapel, la built on the 
old monastic plan with a courtyard laid out 
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of the year to tho other. These underground 
shrines, representative of . the spot where 
Jesus first opened His eyes upon tho world 
and the humble home of tho Holy Family In 
Nazareth, are both, as in the caso of the Holy 
Sepulchre, exact reproductions of the origi- 
nals in tho far-off Holy Land. Indeed, so 
faithful is tho duplication even in little things 
that wo see In Its proper place tho stono 
bench upon the counterpart of which in the 
Holy Land sit the Turkish sentinels who 
stand guard over the spots so hallowed by 
Christians. 



TWO JUDGES IN COURT.

"A man has been passing judgment oa 
women for centuries. It is high time that 
a woman bo permitted to judge men. And I 
am perfectly sure that a handsome man could 
not get away with it at a woman's tribunal, 
as handsome women are doing every day in 
courts presided over by men." 

That's what Miss Mary Coleman, lawyer and 
suffragette, romarked when I called on her 
with tho new proposal, backed by a number 
of women's clubs, that all the officers of tho 
women's rights court, from tho magistrate 
down, bo women. 

"I don't think an all woman's court would be 
a good thing. 

•"I don't think an all man's court is any hot- 
ter. 

'The ideal court will exist only when jus- 
tice has gone Into partnership. In this court 
thero will be two judges — one a man and 
one a woman. Each will learn from the 
other. And they will alt Jointly and pass 
judgment on both men and women." 

"I have heard two criticisms of women as 
judges, especially of their own sex," I re- 
marked. 'Ono person says they would be too 
sentimental. Another writes essays on wom- 
an's inhumanity to women.' " 
. "Well, we can'.t bo both things," Miss 
Coleman replied, briefly. "Ab a matter of fact, 
I don't think we're either. I believe that tho 
boat Justice prevails when head and heart 
works together, and I think" this oxcellent 
combination 1b more often in women than 
.in men. 

"Either a man is absolutely inflexible and 
cold-blooded, or ho Is .wlshy-washlly emotional. 
A judge and jury of men rarely, fall to bo in- 
fluenced by a handsome, attractive .woman. 
But I am equally positive that fascinating 
men criminals could wield no such influence 
over women on the bench." 



Easter Betrothals in Hungary 



During tho first centurleB of the Christian 
church', Easter was celebrated on tho samo 
day of tho Jewish Passover, because Christ 
rose from tho dead on that day. In tho early 
days of tho church Easter was tho favorite 
time for performing miracle plays; priests be- 
came actors, and tho churches, theaters . for 
the tlmo being. One of -the most popular of 
tho mystery plays Is based upon the cowardice 
of Pilate In condemning Jesus. 

"Three days after tho death of Christ," runs 
the old legend, "the pious women of Jerusalem 
camo in a crowd to tho palace of the groat 
ruler and hurled bitter reproaches at him for 
his cowardice. Pilate retired to tho Innermost 
part of tho palaco to escape their reproaches. 
Still the voices of tho .women reached him, 
/crying, 'Coward!' At last Pilate became so In- 
furiated at their cries that he ordorcd tho pro- 
torlans to drive them out by throwing water 
on them. This scorned effective, for tho mob 
dispersed, and quiet was restored. But to tho 
horror and consternation of Pilate, aa he 
paBBed from, his palaco and entered the streets 
of Jerusalem, tho cry of 'Coward* filled tho 



air as if from a thousand tongues. 

"Nnture herself takes up the curse, and a 
sudden shower breaks, in which every drop of 
rain calls the wretched man 'Coward!' Tho 
ocean, tho sea and the rivers tako part In tho 
great demonstration, and tho word coward 
wrung from tho heart of nature horsolf ceases 
not to ring In Pilate's ear until death f roes 
him froni the curse." 

From tho legend springs a curious custom 
practiced In Hungary on Eastor Monday. At 
dawn the men of tho village wait for tho maid- 
ens of their cholco to appear; as each sees tho 
maiden of his heart ho" runs after her, and 
drags her, shrieking and protesting, to tho 
nearest fountain or well, where ho proceeds to 
drench her liberally with water. Thoroughly 
drenched, tho maiden la supposed to pay for 
tho courtesy with a 1;Isb. Often she 'breaks 
away from her tormentor, and thero 1b a hot" 
and merry chase until . she Is captured. 01 
course, sho is soon caught .and Is usually a • 
willing victim/for this is one of tho Magyar, 
betrothal customs, and an early, marriage fol- 
lows tho rite.

Cause of the Servant Problem f 
In the congested quarters on the 
East side of Manhattan island there 
are 100,000 people to the aero, mostly 
foreigners. The women and children 
work at making garments, neckties, 
niching, lace and artificial flowers. 
They work by the piece and their 
Qours are not limited. Six cents are 
paid for the' finishing of a dozen trous- 
ers and 40 cents for the manufacture 
of 100 artificial flowers. Yet masj 
of these women who work 12 hours* a 
day to earn 5 3 a week could obtain 
twice that sum, and not work so hard, 
aa cooks and housemaids; and In New 
York city, as in every city in Ameri- 
ca, there Is a demand for competent 
domestic servants ut fair wage*.

AN ALLEGED LORIMER FUND 



Clarence S. Funk Testifies Before Investigating 
Committee at Springfield That Edward Hines 
Solicited a Contribution of $10,000 to Aid in 
the Election of United States Senator from 
Illinois. 



HOW HINES WENT ABOUT 
TO COLLECT $100,000 SPENT 
IN ELECTING LORIMER. 



(From the testimony of Clar- 
onco S. Funk, general man- 
ager of the' International 
Harvester Company.) 

He (Hlncs) said that I was 
just the fellow he had been 
looking for or trying to see and 
he said he wanted to talk to 
me a minute. We went away 
and sat down on one of the 
leather couches at the side of 
the room. Without any pre- 
liminaries and quite as a mat* 
ter of course, he said: "Well, 
we put Lorlmer over down a 
there at Springfield, but It cost 
us about $100,000, to do It." 
He went on to say that they 
had had to act quickly when 
the time came, that they had 
no chance to consult anybody 
beforehand, and I think his 
words were these: "We had to 
act quickly when the time came, 
so we put up the money." 

He (Hines) said: "Now we 
are seeing some of our friends 
so as to get it fixed up." He 
gave me to understand that 
whereas they had advanced the 
money, they were now seeing 
several people who they 
thought would be interested, to 
get them Jo reimburse them. 

We had some discussion back 
and forth and finally I asked 
him how much he (Hines) was 
getting from his different 
friends and he said: "Well, of 
course, we can only go to a few 
big people, and if about ten of 
ua will put up $10,000 apiece 
that will clean It up." 

Edward Tilden, connected 
with the stockyards at Chicago, 
Is the man to whom I was told 
to send the money. 



Springfield. — Edward Hines was 
named ns the man wlio "put up" the 
$100,000 to elect William Lorlmer 
United States senator. Edward Til- 
den was named as "treasurer" of the 
fund. The startling information came 
out at the session of tho Helm sen- 
ate Investigating committee. 

Clarence S. Funk, general manager 
of tho International Harvester com- 
pany In Chicago, gave tho names, ex- 
plaining that ho had been approached 
by Mr. Hines to make a $10,000 con- 
tribution to the fund. 

Mr. Hines, close personal friend of 
Senator Lorlmer and one of his most 
active lobbyists during the Investiga- 
tion which ended in his exoneration 
at Washington, represented the lum- 
ber interests of tho country. Mr. Til- 
den is credited with speaking for tho 
meat packers. 

Mr. Funk briefly explained that Mr. 
Hines had told him that $100,000 was 
rushed to Springfield to procure Lori- 
mer's election and that the Interna- 
tional Harvester company was expect- 
ed to bo one of the ten "big people" to 
make up the fund. Though the contri- 
bution was not made, Mr. Funk said 
ho was requested to "think It over" 
and send the cash to Mr. Tllden. 

Tho witness did not know Mr. Tll- 
den, and It was with apparent reluc- 
tance and only after being summarily 
ordered to do so by Chairman Helm 
that he gave the name to the commit- 
tee. 

Kohlsaat's Testimony. 

Herman H. Kohlsaat, publisher of 
the Chicago Record-Herald, had first 
Identified a telegram sent by him to 
Chairman Helm, saying his Inform- 
ant called at the Record-Herald ofllco 
and was willing to appear before the 
committee. 

"When I arrived at my office Clar- 
ence S. Funk called and told me he 
would be less than a man If he held 
mo to my confidence," testified Mr. 
KohlBaat. "Mr. Funk told mo that he 
talked with Cyrus H. McCormlck, pres- 
ident of tho company, and told him 
ho thought ho ought to release 
mo, whereupon Mr. McCormlck said: 
•Good! That is exactly what I want. 
I do not care for the consequences to 
the International 'Harvester com- 
pany ! • 

"I mot Mr. Funk about thirty days 
after the confession of White, while

on my way to the Chicago club. H« 
did not seek mo out at all.

Funk's Story of th« Case. 

Mr. Funk when The took the stand 
said ho had been wltn " the Interna* 
,Uonal Harvestor company nine years. 
His attention was called to a conver- 
sation with Edward Hines shortly 
after the Lorlmer election. The wit* 
ness said: 

"Tho conversation took place, in the 
Union League club. It wa3 an acci- 
dental 'mooting,. He said ho had been 
wanting to see me and we sat In the 
lounging room. 

"Hines said to me without prelimi- 
nary,' 'Well, we put Lorlmer over, but 
It cost ua $100,000 to it.' He said: 
'We had to act quickly, so that it be- 
came necessary for us to put up the 
money. Now we arc seeing some of 
our friends to got It fixed up.' 

"Ho gave me to undcrtand they 
wanted to be reimbursed and I asked 
him why ho camo to us, and he said: 
'You are as Interested as any ono In 
having tho right kind of a man in 
Washington.' 

"I told him wo would have nothing 
to do with It. He said ho could go 
only to big people and wanted to get 
510,000 from each of ten. He left me 
and told mo to think it over." 

"Whom did ho say they wero to 
send tho money to?" asked Attorney 
Hcaly. 

"Edward Tilden Is the man to 
whom I was told to send tho money," 
said Mr. Funk. 

Funk Not Willing Witness. 

Mr. Funk is a business man, the 
activo manager of a force of 97,000 
men, and ho was loath to become con- 
nected with tho Lorlmer scandal In 
any way. 'As ho had not invited the 
proposition made to him, and as ho 
had promptly refused it, he had_ felt 
justified in remaining silent for almost 
two years, and was Induced to speak 
only to save his friend, Herman H. 
Kohlsaat, from punishment for con- 
tempt.' 

Even then Mr. Funk was not an 
over-friendly witness, and gave tho 
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HIS ONLY HOPE.

"I never put up a dollar'for any 
fund; 1 never collected a dollar for 
any fund; I nover asked a dollar for 
any fund to bo used or disbursed for 
tho election of William Lorlmer as 
United States senator. I have nothing 
whatever to add to the testimony I 
gavo. recently In Springfield and I am 
ready to roturn there if wanted and 
make another statomont."

THROOP, PA. 



SMOKE SHUTS OFF ESCAPE 



Flames Break Out In Engine House at 
Foot of Shaft and Men and Boys 
Are Imprisoned In Tunnel Where 
They Suffocate. 



Scranton, Pa.— Caught llko rats In a 
trap, without a moment's warning, 60 
men and boys perished Friday in a 
coal mine fire in tho Pancoast colliery 
at Throop, three miles from this city. 

Owing to tho presence of volumes 
of smoke .and deadly gases, the, N res- 
cuers were unable to "recover the 
bodies until several hours after the 
fire broke out. 

The cause of the disaster was a fire 
which broko out in the engine houso 
at the foot of the shaft. An alarm 
was Bent to the minora and nil tho 
men except thoBe working in the 
Dunmore vein were able to make 
their way out Heavy, thick smoke 
arising from the burning engine houBe 
was swept back Into the workings 
toward the tunnel where 60 men wero 
at work. They were caught behind 
this heavy wall of smoke with no 
means of escape left them. 

As the smoke drifted further back 
Into the lower vein the .men are be- 
lieved to have been driven back to 
the end of the workings. Several 
times rescue parties mado offortB to 
penetrato tho wall of smoke close to 
the engine houso after the flames had 
been extinguished, but the task was 
too dangerous and difficult The men 
who tried to make progress through 
the smoke camo back choking and 
with their eyes running water. The 
carpenter force was hurriedly called 
out and they with a small army of 
volunteers started to work Bending 
all the available air Into the lower 
veins. 

When tho news of the disaster had 
spread to the city and surrounding 
boroughs the crowd at tho mouth of 
the shaft multiplied many times and 
tho Throop police -found it necessary 
to swear in special deputies to aid 
them in keeping order. When a movo 
was mado to clear a passage from the 
shaft to the mlno ofllco there was 
considerable difficulty, on. account of 
the determination of tho crowd to 
stay closo to tho shaft. 

Rescue parties from tho govern- 
ment relief station at Wllkesbarre 
and from the Lackawanna and Lehigh 
Valley .Coal companies were dis- 
patched to tho Pancoast mine and 
only for the use of perfected safety 
devices by these parties, the fate of 
tho entombed men would not yet be 
known.

VITOZ2I CAUSES SENSATION IN 
' CAMORRISTS* TRIAL. 



Judge Suspends Court — Orders Prison- 
er to Break His Fast With Yolks . 
of Six Eggs. 



Vlterbo. — Tho trial of tho 30 
Camorrists accused of the murder 
or Gonnafo Cuoccolo" and his wife 
came to a dramatic climax when Clro 
VltozzI, the accused 'priest, fainted 
during the bitter examination which 
he was forced to face. 

The. hearing was suspended when 
Vitozzj, weakened by a self-imposed 
fast of 48 hours, which affected him 
mentally as well as physically, fell to 
tho floor in a faint Ho had just de- 
nounced the judiciary for his' alleged 
persecution In prison and, as~lf to ex- 
cite sympathy, cried out that ho had 
not tasted food for two days. ThlB 
statement had a contrary effect on 
President Blanch!, who suspended the 
sitting Immediately and sternly or- 
dered that Vitozzl break his fast with 
tho yolks of six eggs. 

VltozzI, shortly before his collapse, 
said that a lock of his mother's hair 
which ho had kept with him in his 
cell had been taken away by the mag- 
istrates, who said it belonged to a 
woman companion of the priest's. He 
invoked the soul of his mother to sup- 
port his statement. 

During the fit of weeping with 
which he was directly seized ho col- 
lapsed and was carried from tho court- 
room by his physician and tho car- 
bineers. 

Another incident that may havo a 
strong influence on tho ultlmato de- 
cision of the jury was the petition of a 
large number of Neapolitan citizens 
that they be allowed to bo heard as 
witnesses at the trial. Their petition 
presented to President Blanch I de- 
clared that- they had paid blackmail 
to tho Camorra for several years. 

"If the prisoners are acquitted," tho 
petition stated, "scores of Neapolitans 
will have to quit the country to savo 
their lives and property."

Most 
of . these aro destined through to points 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
Lberta, Tho report* that come from 
the different farming districts thero 
oro that the spring Is opening up well, 
and tho prospects for a Bplendld crop 
this year aro very good. In somo dis- 
tricts good homesteads are yet avail- 
able. The prlco of all farm lands has 
naturally •. had an Incrcnse, but It Is 
still away below its earning capacity. 
The Immigration branch of tho Domin- 
ion Government has just published its 
1911 Illustrated pamphlet, which may 
bo secured on application to tho De- 
partment of tho Interior, Ottawa, 
Canada, or any of tho agents of tho 
Dominion Government, whoso adver- 
tisement may appear elsewhere in this 
paper.
